Hadhrat Isaa v did not herd sheep nor did he take an army and wage war nor was his 
Kitaab a new Shariah, like the Tawraah nor did he have the choice of administering 
justice and passing judgments nor was he a family man nor is his beauty proven nor was 
he given Nabuwwat after the age of 40, in fact he did not even reach the age of 40 nor 
was he buried in this world nor was he reared amongst non-believers, like how Hadhrat 
Moosa v was in the house of Fir‘aoon nor did he have a clear sign of prophethood like 
Hadhrat Moosa v’s bright hand nor did any of his companions attain sovereignty, like 
Hadhrat Yashoo’, the companion of Hadhrat Moosa v nor was he born of both mother 
and father, like Hadhrat Moosa v nor did he refer to any brother of his as being in the 
rank of Haroon v. Similarly, in all the other things (mentioned above) Hadhrat Isaa v did 
not bear any resemblance to Hadhrat Moosa v.
